ON Diego de Piementel boꝛne in Vll 
Oli, laith : that he is the Marquis ot 
r 1 ancras Bꝛother: and Coſine vnto the 
Carle of Penauents, of his Mothers ſide, 
and Nephewe vnto the Carle of Calna, 
— >1] which at this pꝛeſent is Vice Roy of 
Sicule. That his Bꝛother the Marquis, is maried with 
the Ladie Iohanna of Toledo, Siſter vnto Don Pedro de 
Toledo, Marquis of V:ULfrarca , and Duke of Ferdinan- 
dna . That his Father was of the Chamber of Don 
Charles, P2ince of Spayre. 

Saith that he is a knight of the oꝛder of Saint Iames, 
and that it is about a peere agoe , that the Ring did gius 
vnto him the Cruſado, whereby hee hoped that the Ring 
ſhoulde giue him the bencfife of a Commanderie of foure 
thouſande Duckets a peere. 

Saith, that hee hath bene Commiſſioner generall of 


the Cauallerie of S:c:/e, and Captaine of th2&ſcoze Laun⸗ 
ces, and that the bencfiies and pzofif which hee reapeth 


therok, amounteth vnto two hundzeth Duckets a month. 
Saith, that he was Gouernour of the ſaid Regiment, 
about the time of two yeeres,and that he hath had in this 
Fleete, fifteene companies of that Regiment,and ſeauen⸗ 
teene of another. And that the ſaide Regiment, was of 
thꝛee thouſand and fonre hundꝛed men. And that in his 
Shippe there were thꝛer companies, to wit, his owne, 
the companie of the Captaine Martine Daualos, and the 
companie of the Captaine Marques, amounting toge⸗ 
ther vnto two ty and thꝛeeſcoꝛe men. 
A 2 Saith. 


Saith, that in his wt were thꝛerſcoꝛe Marinera, 
and foureteene Cunners. 

That the Pilot was a Portingall, and a man of no ſkill, 

That there were in his Shippe thꝛee Engliſh Gentle⸗ 
men, the one named William Browne, the other Nicho- 
las Raphaell, but the name of the third he knoweth not. 

That the foꝛeſaid Browne was maried in Spæyne. 

That there were in his Shippe, pet two other Spanith 
Gentlemen, the one talled Don Lewes Vanogas, the o- 
ther Don Rodrigo Veniero, and bothe were of the oꝛder 
of Saint Iames, and that the one had ſiue thouſand, and 
the other one thoufand and fiue hundzed Duckets peere⸗ 
he incomming. 

Saith,be had ſent them to the Duke of Medina Sido- 
nia fo; helpe, but that they were not pet come againe. 

Chat Don Iohn de Velaſco, Sonne to the Carle of Ci- 

ernella, was come with him foz his owne pleaſure, 
That Don lohn,the baſtard Sonne of the Admirall of 
Aragone, hath twenite crownes a month of the King. 

And that Don Iohan de Toledo, Aluaro Garcia, Ga- 
nernour of Toledos ſonne, had likewiſe ſo much. 

That the Captaine Alonſo de Vergas, is taken pꝛiſo⸗ 
ner with him, and likewiſe Don Diego de Cordua, ad⸗ 
nenfurer. And fo much had likt wile Don Lopes de Pe- 
res, and N. Cannirio. 

Saith, he had a hundꝛed and thirtie crownes a month, 
and that it was about attenc monethes that he departed 
dut of Sicile. 

That the Carle of Miranda his Nephew, is Vice Roy 
of Naples. 

Chat the Carle of Fuentes, Captaine generall of Por- 
An gall called Don Pedro Henriques, is his Uncle. 

That Don Pedro de Toledo, Marquis of Villafranca, 
Generall of the Gallies of Ns ples, is his Nephew, | 

That the Duke of Medina del riofeco, Admirall of (a- 
illee, is his Uncle. So hee is kindered with the pzincipall 
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5 
Loads of Spine. | 

Saith, that it is about t wo pcres paſt, that this late 
did begin, but that it neuer could be knowne whereupon 
thep would goe, but that it was thought that it might bee 
fo England. 

That they did lye the whole Ponth of Map, in the Ri 
uer of Lisborne. 

That the Fleefe was of the number of 145. Shyppes, ol 
the which 110. were very great and pꝛepared fo2 warre, 
and that the other were ſom what leſſer, ſeruing fo2 all 
kind of men, x pꝛouiſion, and that among the ſaid Ships, 
there were 4. Galiaſſes, and p in each of them were 300, 


Souldicurs, and vpon the p2incipall of fhem 400. 


That there were eleuen Galions of Portingall. 
That hee himſelke caine in one of theſe Galions, the 


pwhich was not the greateſt but ol the ſtrongeſt. 


That there were 19. Galions of Andaloſie, of the which 
was Captaine general Don Diego flores de Valdes, and 
that theſe Galions were of the garde ok the fleet of India. 

That there was pet a great lion, belonging to the 
Duke of Florence, wherupon were 600. Portingalles. 

That there were 20. Ships of Leuant, tu wit, Venetians, 
Aragonans, & Catalonians, Where ouer was Generall Don 


Pedro de Valdes, with one other, which he knoweth not. 


That the Squad2on of the Generall Michaell de O- 
quendo-a Biſcaine, was of 12. Shippes. 

That the Admirall Iohn Martins de Ricaldo, a Biſcaine 
likewiſe,had bnder him, ten 02 eleuen Ships. 

That there were about twentie Yulkes, whereuppon 


Nicholas de Medina did commaund. 


Saith, that there were 4. Gallies, each ol them hauing 
twentie foure ſeates, the which were loſt in a fempeſt 
befoze they came on the Coaſtes of England. 

That the Duke of Medina Sidonia, Tos Captaine Ges 
nerall of the whole Fleete, and lohan Martines de Recal- 


de Admirall thereof. 
A; That 
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That enery General did commaund ouer his ſquadꝛon, 
and » generally no man els vid cammaund, but the Duke 
of Medina Sidonia, and p p Admirall Ricalde befoze named. 

Saith, that there were in the Flete , fine chiefe Mai⸗ 
ſters of the Campe, of the which the one is Don Augu- 
{tin Me xian, Bꝛother to the Marquis De la garde, which 
doth commaunde ouer thirtie two compa nies, and was 
imbarked in the Galion called S. Lewes. 

The other is Don Franciſco de Toledo, bzother to the 
Carle of Orgas, which was unbarked in the Galton called 
9. Phillip, & doth commaund to thirty two companies. 

The third is Don Alonſo de Luzon, which is in a ſhyp 
of Venice, named Valenſera, tõmaunding vnto 32. compa. 

The fourth 1s, Don Nicholas de Iſla, which is in the 
Shippe of the Admirall lohan Martine de Ricalde, and 


commaundeth vnto thirtp two companies. 


Saith, that he himſelfe, as the fift that was imbarked, 
was in the Galton named S. Matthew. 
That theſe flue ſuperiours togeather, had 20000.Soul- 


diours, all Spanpards, without ante Strangers amongſt 
them ſo farre as he knew. 


Salth, that the whole Armie, as wel of Souldiours as 


Mariners and others, was 32000.men ſtrong. And that 


euerꝑ day were made ſo many pozttons fo2 euerp one. 
That there was among the 4000, long Pickes, 4 000 

Pulcketters,and that the reſt were men of ſmall ſhotte. 
Saith, that there was pet a great pzoutſion of Pickes in 


the ſhips, wherwithall they theught fo helpe themſelues 
in time of neede, making Squadꝛons therewithall. 


That there were in the ſaide Armie, 2600. great Bꝛa⸗ 


ſen peeces. 


Saith, that the King was able to pꝛepare yet moꝛe 
Ships, but knowing the power of the Nucene of England., 


hee thought this to bee ſtrong enough, although they had 


dene twentie leſſe. 
gat the whole Armada was pꝛepared at Liſborne. 
That 
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That they departed the 29. of Pap from thence. 
That their reſolution was, ko ſaile traitly vnto the Sor-- 
lings, t lo from thence without any landing, to iopne them 
ſelues with the Duke of Parma, but that thꝛough a tem

peſt they were dꝛiuen fo flee into the Groyne,hauing beene 


betweene Liſborne and that place 20. dates by the wap. 

Chat they ſtaied inthe ſaid Nauen of Grone 28, dapes 
vntill they were all topned fogeather agame. 

That they ſtraightwaie departed from thence, fo2 ſo 
were they commaunded by the King, 

Saith,that the ſaide Armada deparfing from L:/borne,. 
was fully pꝛouided of all neceſſary pꝛouiſions, bothe fo: 
their liuings and foꝛ warlike matters fo2 ſire monethes. 

That at their departing from the Creyne, they haue 
miſſed no other Ship, but that ſame wherein all the Be- 
dicaments, and Pedicines were, that were neceflary foz 
them that be ſicke and wounded. 

Saith, that they did ſaple foure oz fine dates betweene 
the Groyne and the Sorlinges. 

Saith, that they ſawe the Tnglith fleete firſt vppon a 
Saterdap, and that they ſeemed to bee about the number 
of ſeauenty and flue Shippes, and that they had diſcoue⸗ 
red Englande about thee daies befoze. 

Saith, that the daie after they had ſ&ne the ſaide Eng⸗ 
liſh Ships, that the ſaid Shippes came all to meete with 


them, and altogeather did ſhoote at his Admiral, and that 


he went with his Ship to helpe the ſame , but that they 

palling though ſhooting all af the ſaid Admirall, did no- 
thing els, but that they killed one @onldiour,. and hurte 
thꝛe oz foure, amongſt the which, was the Capfaine 
Marques, and likewiſe killed one of the Salter Gun⸗ 
ners of the ſaide Admirall. 
That the ſaid Engliſh Ships, came the next dap after 
in the moꝛning, and ſhot vpon their Armie, and that they 
were a great number, but they killed but one ma oꝛ two. 
That their ſhofing continued ra thz& houres, with- 
4 wtf 
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bulk the loſſe of any ol their Ships, and that (> they depar⸗ 


ted againe, and did nothing els. 

Saith, that the Englich Armie tame 5 third day againe, 
and ſhot vpon theirs, + theirs vpon the Engliſh, and that 
with a great furp, and that the two Armies were fo neere 
one another, that they thought there ſhoulde haue beene a 
batt ell. That after they had ſhot a certaine time very fu⸗ 
riouſiy the one againſt the other that p two Adinirals did 
topne lo neere together, that they (hot the one to the other. 
So that both the Armies dꝛewe neere, euerie one to his 


Admirall to helpe them, and ſo topned togeather in ſuch a 


ſoꝛt, that it ſeemed to be a great ſcarmaſing, continuing a 
large houre, and ſo departed the ſaid Admiralles the one 
from the other, the Armies departed likewiſe, euerie one 
on the ſide of their Admirall. 

Saith, that that ſame dap, notwithſtanding that great 
furie, they loſt none of their Ships, but that they did ſet 
on fire one of the Cngliſh ſhips, but that it was by and by 
quenched. That the ſame night they calf their Anckers 
befoze Calice, and that he knewe not whether it was on a 
Tueſday oꝛ on a wednelday, and that y ſame night about 
two houres after they had caſt their Anckers, they did ſee 
eight Engliſh ſhips ful of fire and burning, comming and 
dꝛiuing towards their fleete, the which as it ſeemed were 
tied together with chaines, foz they did dꝛiue very cloſe 
and cqually togeather. Wheruppon their Generall e the 
Whole fleete chopping & cutting of their Cables and Ant⸗ 


kers, dꝛew towards the depth of the Sea, - 


Saith, that they came the next moꝛning againe, and did 
ancker befoꝛe Calice, and that they of ¶ alice did tome to vi- 
ſite their Generall the Duke of Medina, and bought fo 
ſell euerie thing foz money. as bead, fleſh, paſties, fruits, 
and other neceſſary things, euerp one foꝛ his money to be 
rekreſhed therewith. 

Saith,that the Engliſh Armie, was that day ſomewhat 


_ n1»»e (ſeparated [rom _ then ſhee was wont fo bee, 


but 
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but yet hee was alwates in their ſight, x that there were 
moze Ships in it then the oꝛdinarie, fo2 they tolde at one 


time 23. ſhips moꝛe, ot the which, there were thꝛee verie 
great, and the other were but meane Ships, but hee cat 


not tell whether they remained there that night oꝛ not. 
Saith, that the next day, the Engliſh fleet came againe 
to meet with them, and Þ they begun very early to ſhoote 
one againſt another on euer p fide,p which continued moze 
then foure oꝛ fiue houres, and that hee himſelfe with his 
ſhip, was al wales one of the next to the English Fleete, 
wherby the Engliſh were lo charged, that they at laſt did 
ſende two of their Admirals, and two of their pꝛincipall 
ſhips, ſo nere vnto him, that he might haue reached with 
a icke from his ſhip vnto theirs, and that they ſhot very 
ſoꝛe the one to the other (ſo with Pulkets, as with (mall 
hots) the ſpace of an houre t moꝛe, ſo that he being depar⸗ 
fed from thẽ, deſcended downe into his ſhip, to viſit it, and 
to view the ſame if ſhe was in any danger, wherupon, he 
founde the danger ſo great, becauſe there was come in fo 
much water already, that the Ship begun to ſincke. 
Saith, that he then ſent his Sergiant Patoz, towards 
the ſhip of the Generall, to aduertiſe hum, v his ſhip was 


in danger ol ſincking, deſiring him to pꝛouide thereupon, 


aͤnd to ſend ſome ſpeedy remedy. And that he incontinent⸗ 
ly after the ſaid Sergiant was gone, (perceiaing that the 
water increaſed very much in his ſhip) did ſend two Sya⸗ 
niſh Gentlemen againe, to y ſaide General, to let him vn⸗ 
derſtand pet moze earneſtlp their great nede and danger 
wherein they were of periſhing, and to bee dꝛowned alto⸗ 
gether, if remedie did not come. 

That the ſaid Sergiant Maioꝛ, did returne again vnto 
him, befoze the other two might bee vnto the Generalles 
Ship, and bꝛought with him, a Boate, to ſane his owne 
perſon ther ewithall if he would. 

That beſides that, the Duke, did ſend an other Creuell 
oz boate vnto him, to knowe further his deſire and neede,

Wherenvon he aunlwered, that hee woulde ſaue all hys 
men, and that therefoꝛe his Crcelencte ſhould lende and 
pꝛouide wherewithall, oꝛ cls he would periſh and be caſt 
away with them all, ſaping it was his duetie and right, 
that he ſhould be the laſt that ſhould goe and depart out of 
his Shippe. 

Saith moꝛeouer, that then the Generall did ſette out a 
ſigne oꝛ token, wherby he let them vnderſtand, that they 
ſhould come fo neere on booꝛde as they could. 

That they came ſo ncere, that they could ſpeake the one 
vnto the other, but pet that they did remaine that whole 
dap in the ſelfe ſame ſtate. 

That towards the euening, he ſeeing his ſhip did begin 
to ſinck, and to ware fo heauie, that with her full ſatle ſhe 
was not able to folow ß Generall, he diſcharged two pee⸗ 
tes, therby to tert iſie his great perill, but hee had no aun⸗ 
ſwer therupon, neither did his Sergiant Maioꝛ, and the 
other two Gentlemen befoꝛe named, returne vnto him a⸗ 
ga ine, wherby he was that whole night very deſolate. 

Saith, that he thereupon toke connſaile with his men, 
fo know what theyꝛ beſt remedie ſhoulde bee foꝛ fo ſane 
themſelues. UUhereupon they concluded altogether to goe 
backwarde, and to frie if thep coulde get themſelues into 
the Hauen of Dunker be, and ſo to be helped by the Duke 
of Parma, and to come by him. 

Chat thereupon they went to woꝛke, but that his Ma⸗ 
riners and Pilot, could not tell where to direct theſelues, 
becauſe they had neuer beene in thoſe quarters. 

Saith, that the nert day they ſaw lande, z they thought 
it was Fluſbing "becauſe there came many Fiſher boates 
out on euerie ſide, that they called vnto them, and deſired 
them fo come on beo2de,butf that they would not, but fled 
_ awate from them, whereby hee percetucd that the ſame 

land and Sea, was vnder the enemie. That he then was 
but af ſiue fadames water, and that his ſhip went foure 
fadames and a halfe deepe. 

Saith 
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Saith, that after this, they met with another boate, the 
Which did come ſom what neerer, of p which he required to 
be bꝛought into any Hauen appertaining vnto the King, 
and that therupon he departed from him, ſaping, that the 
Hauen of PDunberbe was right ouer againſt Fliſſing. 

That therupon, they went once againe from lande into 
the Sea, and that they knew not where they were. 

Salth, that the ſame day towardes the euening, they 
found another boate, the which did abco2de, and pꝛomiſed 
them, that if they would rewarde him, hee woulde bzing 
them into :c:porr, the which was not far from thence, 
and did appertaine vnto the King, and that they ſhoulde 
get therein a great deale better then into Dunkerke. 

That the ſaid Fiſher went with his boate beioze thepz 
ſhip,conducting the ſame, making a faire demonſtration, 
as though he would haue bꝛought them in a god Yanen, 

That bee ſpake many times with him, ſhewing him a 
chaine of two hund2ed Duckets. pꝛemiſing vnto him that 
ſame, and any tbing cls what he ſhould deſire. 

That the Fiſher laid vnto him, that hee would deliner 
him info the Hauen, oꝛ els he would iwle his head. 

That he required the Fiſherman to come into his ſhip, 
but that he refuſed it, that he thercupon did fall in ſuſpitt- 
on of him, and fooie him to be an enemie, although he did 
conduct him weil, 

_ Haifh,fhat towards the euening, his hippe remained 

ſtill. and could goe no further, and that hee was vpon lea · 
yen fadames, and did caſt his Ancker, and that the Fiſher 
came to ſpeake with him, ſaving that he would come the 
next moꝛning agame to helpe them, but that he wold fiſh 
that whole night. That he did ancker within their ſight, 
and remained there about three houres, and atterwa rde 
he went his wates. 

That they did locke fo2 him the next moꝛning, but that 
he did not come. 

Daith, that they pulled vp their Ancker and hoyſed vp 
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12 
their failes fo2 fo goe their waies, and that a liffle after 
they ſaw th2& ſhips, and by and by two moꝛe, ſapling to- 
wards them ſtraitly. and that the one did ſet bp a white 
flag, wherupon he cauſed another to be ſet out of his ſhip, 
thinking they were friendes, & that they came vnto hum 
in a Boate, willing him to giue himſelfe ener vnto them. 
Saith, that he an!wered therupon,y they ſhould depart, 
oꝛ els that his Muſketters would ſhofe af them, but he 
wold not ſuffer if, becauſe they were ceme bnder his flag. 
That thereupon the fine ſhips did coꝛne neere, and ſhot 
all vpon him, whereby they did greatiy hurt his ſhip, and 
his men, and killed aboue foztie of them. 

That he had loſt but fifteene men, foz all the ſhottes of 
the Enal:th Fleete. 

Saith, that he gaue himſelfe cuer fo2 pꝛiſoner, vnto the 
Admiral lonker Peter vander does, vpon his word, f that 


therupon he went into his ſhip, with all his men without 


Armes, and 5 ſo they were bꝛought where they be nowe. 
That during all that time, there had been 50. of his men 
continually at the pompe, dꝛawing out the water day and 
night. Saith, that at his departing from the Greyne, hee 
had thirty © eight great bꝛaſſe peeces in his ſhippe, of the 


bbhich he hath caſt ſeauen o2 eight into the Sea. 


That he had pet a great deale of Gunpowder, but that 
it was fpoiled with p water, a great deale of Rice, Peale, 
ſalted Pozke, Wine, Uinegre, Dyle, and frech water, 
whereof the maiſter Stewarde, and the Captaine of hys 


ſhip, could better tell the quantity then her bimſelke. 


Saith, that he had no money belonging ta the ing, but 
that he had ſire great cheſts ful of apparell, 4 linen cloth, 
ſeruing foz his perſon, ᷑ foz à Table of eight perſons, that 
he knew not in which ſhips the Kings money might be. 

Saith, that the King did daily pay fo2 cuery poztion, o: 
cache man,two Reales, and that they had paid the Soul- 


diours with leſſe then halfe a Neall, ſo that the King loo⸗ 


les by euerp man, a "rn and moze euerp dap. 
That 
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That bcfoze he was ſeparated from the fleet, they ba 
loft no hips pet, but only p ſhip of Don Pedro de Valde 
the which was loſt becauſe it could not folow the others. 

That the Admirallet Oquendo, was ſet on fire,and tha, 
they did pierce him thꝛongh, foꝛ to ſincke him, a tthe en- 
tring of the Channell of England. 

Saith, that the pꝛincipall of the Galtaſſes, where ouer 
Don Pedro de Moncada was Gouernour, did remaine 
befoze (alice, vpon the ſande, That hee doth not knowe - 
whether the Dukes of Parma and of Medina, haue had 
any aduertiſement, the one rem the other oz not. 

That the deliberation of their Armie was, to iopne 
with the Duke ol Parma, and then to reſolue and conclude 
with him, on what ſide they might belt abooꝛde, and ſet 
their men on lande in Eygland. 

- That they knew very wel, that there were ſome ſhips 
of wartebefoze Dunberbe, foꝛ to hinder and to ſtoppe the 
Dake of Parma from comming ſozth, 

That their meaning was, to ſaile no further then 2 | 
kce,becauſe they kne we very well, that they could not in 
to Dunkerke,foz to helpe the Duke of Parma fwath, foz o- 
ther wiſe they ſhold not haue departed thence as they did. 

Saith, that he knew not, if the King had commaunded, 
to land any men in England, befoze they ſhould haue com 
municated, and concluded with the ſaid Duke of Parma. 
But that he well thought that the Ringes pleaſure was 
not, that they ſhonld land but ten thouſand Spanyardes, 
without any Artillerie and great peeces, whereby theyz 
thꝛoates might be cut incontinent. 

Saith, that on land, no man els ſhould haue commaun⸗ 
ded as Generall,beſides the Duke of Parma. _ 

Saith,that they had vnderſtanding, that the Duke of 
Parma had about 38000.men together, among the which 
there were 4000. Spaniardes, and 2000. hozſemen, fo 
that if theſe two Armies might haue toyned togeather, 
For if ſhqufd haue beene the greatolf number ofnaturall 

13 3 Spanpards 
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Spanyards that euer tame out of Spne with any Ring, 
02 without: and where moꝛe men of great qualitp were. 
Saith, that they could not come to fight with the Eng⸗ 
liſh fleete, becauſe their ſhips were light x eaſie fo turne, 
and could turne about foure oꝛ fiue times, bcefoze thepzs 
once, but if that they might haue come kogether, that they 
were lure of the vickoꝛie, becauſe their Hippes are very 
high, and the Engliſh very lowe, and that one Spanyſhe 
hyp, was able to ſpople foure oꝛ fiue Engliſh ſhips, and 
that their ſhyps are one Engliſh Elle thicke of Tymber, 
ſo that no great bollet coulde goe th2ough , except it hav 
bene ſhot off verp neerc. 
That of all the y2on bollets that were ſhotte vpon his 
hip e there were not twentie, that were gone thꝛough. 
That the vpper part of his ſhip, was ſtrong enough a- 
gatnTa Mulkets ſhot. = 
Saith that they were determined fo iuuade the whole 
Bingdame of Englande, tokepe the Queenes grate in, 
pꝛpſon, and to ſerue her, as a Nucene ought to be ſerued, 
vntill their King ſhoulde haue appointed amp other wate 
with her, and that this was but as he did thinkbe. 
Saith, that they were alſured (hauing 50000. inen on 
land) to bꝛing that Ringdome very eaſily vnder their ſubs 
iection, becauſe that the Engliſh nation is vſed to line ve, 
rie delicatlꝑ, hauing likewiſe no experience of war, x that 
therloꝛe they ſhold caſily haue bꝛought them vnder their 
fete, with their continual trauels 4 troubles, the which 
they had not beene able to endure, as their Spaniſh natt- 
on would haue bone, the which ts vicd to ſulfer hunger, 
thirſt, hardlp to lie, not to ſlcepe, and vet neuertheleſſe, al⸗ 
Waies ready to their woꝛke. That they had vnderſtan⸗ 
ding, that there were many Catholigucs in Englaud, but 
that they made no account or them, becaute they knewe 
very well, that the Qucene had fo pꝛouided therein, that 
they were not able toſtir, neither to come co their helpe, 


and that likewiſe the maſt part of the would hane fought 


fo2 
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foꝛ their natiue Countrep. 

Being aſked, what they had determined fo doit ſo be 
that y Duke of Parma could not come to their helpe, ſaith: 
that they neuer thought, (that p ſaid Duke, hauing a hun⸗ 
dꝛed ſhips, ſo great a number of boates and Kighters, and 
an Armie of about fo2ty thouſand men) ſhold not al waies 
haue come out at his owne pleaſure, and that he thought 
it very ſtrange. that the ſaid Duke hauing ſucha power, 
was not come fo2th. Oꝛ at leaſt, to haue ſet foꝛth ſo many 
of his boates and Mulketters, that they might haue kept 
his enemies ſo buſie, that in the meane lime * hpps of 

warre might haue come foꝛth. 

Being afked,if they had no intelligence in anie other 
place oz Hauen of the Lowe Countries, oꝛ of their neigh- 
bour Townes, Saith that therof was not once ſpoken as 
mong them and that their intention 4 del iberation, was 

neuer other wiſe then fo land in £ng/ande..  ... 
| Saiththat theſe two Armies, ſo lo water as to lande, 
did tang the King euer day in thirty thouſand duckets. 
BWelng alked, if there might not be made a good peace 
betwine Syayne and England he ſapth no, oꝛ very hardly: 
except it were vpon ſich condition, that the King might 
ſo bꝛidle the Qucene of Sand, that ſhe ſhoulde ſtirre no 
 mnoze therakter, and that (6, it were betterſ(as he thought) 
to haue a ſure peace, then that the Ring ſhould continual- 
lie keepe ſuch an Armie foꝛ to kespe free the paſſage of the 
Iucdlies, às hee hath pꝛepared nowe, fo2 fo ſubdue and to ⸗ 
uercome the whole Kingdome of England. « 
Alking him, iffhep2 deliberation was not, that after 
that they had beene the Maiſters of Englande, that then 
they would haue come (globdue theſe Countries by foꝛce 


of Armes. 
Saith, that thercof was not ante remembzing oF 


ſpeaking. 
Sailh, that the occaſions which made the King to vnder⸗ 
take there wars, were, that it was not conuenient vnto 
the 
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onto the King to ſuffer and foꝛbeare, that one Drake, 


with two o2 thzee rotten Ships, ſhoulde come alwayes, 
and at his pleaſure, to ſpople the Hauens of Spæyne, and fo 
robbe the beſt Townes thereof, and ſo fo hinder the nes 
gotiation of the Indies. And that he did thinke with leſſer 
charge fo ſubdue and to inuade Exgland, then perrelie fo 
enter taine ſuch an Armie as this to defende himſeife of 
ſuch inuaſions, and that if fo bee that this Fizte doth not 
ſpeede at this time vpon England, that the King doth in⸗ 
tende to ſende the ſame there againe againſt nerf Lent. 

Beeing aſked if he knew not what the Duke of Parma 
woulde dw, now when he did ſe, that this Armie and his 
could not iopne together. Saith, that hee will keepe his 
men clole together in god Gariſons, and that he will not 
be ſo bolde to ſeparate them in any wiſe, neither to vnder⸗ 
take with them any other enferp2iſc: laying he knoweth, 
that the Ring is reſolued, to continue and to purſue this 
warre vpon 8 15
